Chinese wich to exclude all foreigners from 
_~the country, for fear that competition 
. will be detrimental to their labouring and 
manufactoring population. | At least we must 
place oursolves-in # very inconsistent position 
should we adopt this view—asking with im- 
portunity in China privileges wM&ch we 
loudly deny to Chinese at home. It would 
weem that if our principles'are right-out -hore 
they must be also right in England; but liberal 
views a3 to the advantages of free interna~ 
tional intercourse and unrestricted commer- 
cial privileges appear to reverse Charity’s rale, 
and to begin abroad and end at home. China 
we declaro will be immensely benefitted by 
adoption of European commarcial principles 
and manufacturing applinnces, that is, by 
foreigners boing allowed to introduce into the 
country the means of providing or producing 
cheaply what the Chinese produce expensive- 
ly ; but England ia to be ruined ifthe Chinese 
return the compliment and give us cheap 
labour to enable our manufacturers to pro- 
dance at a lower price those articley which in 
consequence of the strikes among the English 
workmen they can now only produce expen. 
sively. Joun Cuimantan will bo a wonderful 
gainer by being able to buy our Shirtingy at 
lowor’ prices, and by bis own manufacturing 
population, who produce tho same or noarly 
the same goods at higher prices, being thrown 
out of employment, but we can look only for 


dire disaster if Obinosa labourers enable us 
to produce those articlea still more cheaply 


by-lowering-tho-wages of our manufacturing 
hands, i 

The above is, beyond the possibility of de- 
nial, the position which we shall asaumo if | 
we udopt the principles advocated by the 
London & China Express with regard to Chi- 
nese Inbourers, should they wish to obtain 
employment within our shores, and if we are 
compelled to do this, we must at once give ap 
those principles of enlightened commercial po- 
licy, upon which we have so long prided our- 
salves, and, as the writer in the above namad 
papor puts it, must return to a state of pro- 
tection. Is it not, however, somewhat strange 
that we can see so very clearly that in keep- 
ing up 4 system of protection, China is act. 
ing against her own interests, but tbat at the 
same time when we aro asked to do what we 
are pressing upon her, we should hava 60 
little faith in the principles that we so loudly 
advocate, that, we are inclined to return to 
protection ourselves? Tho truthis, the argu- 
ments as to the necessity of returning to pro- 
tectionist principles should there be a likeli- 
hood of Chinese labour becoming available, 
goes further than it is carried in the article 
under notice. If it is true that a stop to the 
employment of Chinese labour can only ba 
put by returning to protectionist principles, 
is this not rather a proof thet such-opposition 
would be a mistake than that those prineiplag 
which have proved of auch incalculable bene- 
fit in avery direction, and to which England 
is indebled for her commercial greatness, are 
wrong ? 

Before we can throw over principles which 
havo been established after the most careful 
argument and investigation of our most gift- 
gd men, and which hava been proved by ex. 
perience to be wound, we should have some 
very definite grounds to go upon, and should 
be able to shew the exact point at which these 
prisciples cease to be applicable. But thera 
ig no rezson of this kind to guide us, the only. 
thing advanced against Chinese hands boing 

* that’ the labour market is overstocked. But 
what is meant, by “ overatocked? . Simply 
that labouring‘men sither do not get as 
much psy a6 they wish for or as they 
require to live in anything like de- 
eency, dit not that labour is too cheap for 
those who have to male use of ita produc. 
tions, for we-find~that-the manufacturers 
want the workmen and are willing to employ 
them if ther services can ba obtained at a. 
cheap enongh rate. If, then, the labouring 
man would ba deprived of a portion of his
